in 


natural wealth, such 
as 
is especially 


essential 
to tbe building up of a great 


commerce 
on tbe Pacific slope; aud 
Whereas, 
We, as citizens of Cali- 


fornia, are especially interested in tbe 
development of the seal, cod and sal- 
mon fisheries and 
the coal and timber 


wealth of said territory; and 
Whereas, 
Our Government utterly 
disregarded 
our said rights as citizens 
of the United States, 
and especially
